For the first time voters can register through the mail by sending a postage- 
paid voter registration card to the county registrar of voters. Cards must be 
received by Oct. 4 for the voter to be eligible to vote in Nov. 2 election. If 
cards are received after Oct. 4 (even if postmarked on or before Oct. 4), the 
voter will not be eligible to vote in the November election but will be eligible 
to vote in following election. Voter registration cards are available at 
libraries, city halls, Department of Motor Vehicles offices and political par- 
ty headquarters and campaign headquarters. 

Voters can also register to vote with local deputy registrars including: 
Dee Carpenter, Upland City Hall; and Linda McCormick and Homer Jeffer- 
son, Department of Motor Vehicles, Upland office. Voters must register if 
they have movéd, changed names or did not vote in the November 1974 
general election. Voters must be United States citizens and must be 18 years 
old by Nov. 2.

Upland City Council came down 
on the side of homeowners Monday 
night and changed a land usage 
designation against the wishes of the 
owner and developer. 

Although owner Jack Singer and 
developer Crowder Development 
Co.. appear ready to begin 
proceedings to construct adult 
apartments at the northeast corner 
of Benson Avenue and Eighth 
Street, the council supported adja- 
cent residents who fear the con- 
struction of further apartments will 
leave them as an island of single- 
family homes surrounded by crime- 
creating, value-decreasing multiple- 
family dwellings. 

The seven-acre parcel is presently 
planted in citrus trees and zoned 
agricultural. The council’s action 
Monday night will change the 
general plan designation from 
multiple-family to single-family 
usage. 

The new designation would allow 
only 4-6 units per acre, but the coun- 
cil indicated a willingness to allow 
the developer to construct 6-8 units 
per acre in a planned residential 
development (PRD). 

The 6-8 unit per acre PRD was 
seen as a compromise for the owner 
and developer who have stated con- 
struction of single-family homes is 
not possible for the site which has 
industrial, commercial and apart- 
ment zoning on three sides and no 
access to the single-family home 
tract to the east. 

Councilman Hal Bailin dissented 
from the council’s move to 
designate the area for single-family 
homes and said it was ‘“‘a certain 
contradiction or a kind of insanity’ 
to place a designation that can never 
happen. 

Residents’ testimony revealed 
their fears of being overrun by tran- 
sient apartment dwellers who would 
bring increased crime and lower 
property values.

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy, 
noting the council was caught if-the 
middle of conflicting rights :and 
desires, said his main concern:Was 
the residents who have been:dm- 
pacted by high-density apartments. 

McCarthy was joined by Mayor 
George Gibson who said Upland 
already has too many apartmeéits 
and doesn’t need any more. Council 
members Ina Petokas and Bill ‘Bot- 
tin also voted for the low-density 
designation. =. 


The parcel cannot be developed 
until the zoning is changed from the 
present agricultural zoning=.to 
single-family residential. Develop- 
ment of a PRD would reg#ire 
another general plan amendmef¢as 
well as a zone change before 
development could begin. 


In other action Monday, the coun- 
cil approved zone changes for: 40 
acres and prezone changes for 46 
acres, all in northwest Upland. The 
prezone changes will become effec- 
tive when the parcels are annexed to 
the city.

Kindergarten: their time to grow

Hundreds of kindergartners 
throughout the West End started 
school last week. Some were 
preschool graduates, but for many 
the start of kindergarten is the first 


. time away from home. 


The first few days are filled with 
becoming adjusted to an unfamiliar 
classroom and teacher and learning 
new routines. One of the first 
routines is to hang up and take down 
their jackets, no easy chore for a 
group of 5 - year - olds. 

Diane Bremer, kindergarten 
teacher at Foothill Knolls School in 
Upland, and her aides teach 
kindergartners to wait their turn at 
the coat closet and to button the top 
button so jackets stay on the 
hangers. 

Meanwhile, at Central School in 
Cucamonga, kindergarten students 
of Lynn Smith are taught to turn 
their coat sleeves right side out so 
they will: be easy to put on later. 
Mrs. Smith noted many 
kindergartners don’t know how to 
turn their sleeves right side~ out 
because they’ ve always had a parent 
to help. 


But ‘‘when you get 30 (children) 


together, little things count,” she 
said and added a teacher cannot 
turn 30 coat sleeves at once. 

The most important task for 
kindergartners during the first few 
weeks is to break away from home 
and become comfortable in the 
school atmosphere, according to 
Central teacher Shirley Lenard. 

Children who have attended 
preschool have a head start in get- 
ting used to school, commented Gail 
Illingworth, also a_ kindergarten 
teacher at Central. 

Children who are away from home 
the first time, must get used to 
being separated from their mothers. 

Mrs. Bremer said most children 
develop an attachment to their 
teacher very quickly and have a 
happy experience in kindergarten. 

The overall goal of the first year 
of kindergarten: is for children to 
have a good experience with school 
and build good self - images, accor- 
ding to Joan Manolis, kindergarten 
teacher at ‘Kingsley School in 
Montclair. 

‘ But the very: first task is for the 
kindergartners. to lengthen their 
attention spans and increase their 
ability to follow directions, Mrs. 
Manolis said noting most children 
take about a month to learn to follow 
directions and routine. 

’ Kindergartners also work on 

motor skills such as hopping, jum- 

ping, skipping and running, which 

develope balance and coordination 
ra 


needed for later activities including 
reading and writing, according to 
Mrs. Bremer. 

Learning to get along with other 
students is a prime task in the Cen- 
tral School kindergarten classes, 
Mrs. Illingworth said noting that 
play with one or two brothers and 
sisters is not the same as being in a 
class of 30 children. 

At home parents may have 
monitored the children’s play and 
settled differences of opionion, she 
said and added in the classroom 
children must learn to stand up for 
themselves as well as to share toys. 

Along with kindergartners 
throughout the West End, Central 
School students begin to learn skills 
such as cutting, drawing and trac- 
ing, and they learn about the world 
around them with special emphasis 
on their homes, families, and their 
bodies, Mrs. Lenard said. 

Kindergartners. start academic 
work, little by little, as they are 
ready, Mrs. Bremer said and noted 
children learn when opportunities 
are provided. They should be allow-. 
ed to do as much as possible but not 
pushed, she said. 

The most important thing is that 
all of the students are trying to do 
the best they can, Mrs. Bremer said 
and commented on the importance 
of children feeling good about what 
they can accomplish. 

Kindergarten teachers have noted 
more and more students start school 
with some previous experience in 
preschool, mini-school, Tiny Tots or 
early kindergarten admission. 

Each child reacts to preschool 
differently, but the children who 
have limited experiences at home 
are the ones who benefit the most, 
according to Mrs. Bremer. 

Social maturity and self - con- 
fidence is another result of 
preschool experience, Mrs. Hlington 
said and noted children who have 
attended preschool start 
kindergarten already knowing how 
to work in a group and already hav- 
ing made much of the break from 
home. / 

Parents can help prepare their 
children for happy school ex- 
periences. 

“I don’t know if parents realize 
how imporiant the motor skills are 
before children get to the academic 
areas,’’ Mrs. Bremer said and add- 
ed parents can help their children 
by encouraging them to run, jump, 
skip, me climb, throw balls and 
cay ust 

ers activities which increase 
coordination necessary for reading 
and writing are playing with puzzles 
and handling objects, she said and

noted a good toy is a group of boxes 
than can be fitted inside each other, 
Stacked on top of each other, or 
compared for size and color, 

Even setting the table can be a 
good experience for a child who 
learns to match and stack forks, 
knives, and spoons and to put them 
where they belong, Mrs. Bremer 
said. 


Mrs. Manolis encouraged parents 


’ to talk to their children about school 


as a happy experience and to 
provide d happy, relaxed at- 
mosphere in the morning so children 
come to school happy. 


Parents can also read to their 
children and take walks with them 
describing and talking about the 
things they see to bhild vocabulary, 
she said. 


Children can learn to follow direc- 
tions and develop longer attention 
spans with the help of their parents, 
Mrs. Manolis said and suggested 


parents give their children a direc- 


tion and then check to see that, the 
child follows through. 

When children can follow one 
direction successfully, she “said, 
parents can increase the commands 
to two at a time and then to threeito 
help children build their auditory;or 
hearing, memory. 

The teachers agreed that teaching 
kindergarten is an exciting job 
because of the development their 
students make. By the end ofthe 
year, ‘“‘you become so at 
you don’t want to let them go, She 
Bremer said. eof 


‘‘Teaching kindergartey is 
definitely worth it,’’ Mrs. M 
commented, noting fringe bene 
include a whole classroom.:of 
students who say, ‘‘I love you” or

Parking trailer at home? 


Be help citizens of Upland better understand their 
city’s responsibilities and services and to get answers on 
city government, John Sheemaker, Upland community 
relations coordinater, is bringing City Hall to the people 
through the courtesy of the Upland News. The column 
“The Town Crier’ is designed te be informative on all 
issues of city government.

Upland, 
CA 91786. Persons should include their name, address 
and telephone number. Only initials will be listed in the 
column. 

QUESTION: We were told that we could not park our 
boat and trailer to one side of our driveway. Is this cor- 
rect? J.C. 

ANSWER: That is correct. The Upland Municipal 
Code states that a front yard or a side yard abutting a 
street shall not be used for parking space for 
automobiles, trucks, trailers, or other vehicles and 
boats. 

QUESTION: Can you tell me what is a “‘hot tap?”’ H.T. 

ANSWER: A hot tap is a connection made to a water 
line under pressure without having to turn the main line 
off. Hot taps are frequently used by our Water Depart- 
ment, thereby decreasing any inconvenience to our 
residents. 

QUESTION: Can you tell me what rules there are that 
govern a home business? C.L. 

ANSWER: This is a goody, but here goes. No employ- 
ment of help other than the members of the resident 
family; no use of material or mechanical equipment not 
recognized as being part of normal household uses; no 
sales: of products or services not produced on the 
premises; for a consulting office for a doctor or dentist 
or similar profession when the principal offices are 
located in a commercial or administrative or 
professional district, no building shall be remodeled or 
structurally altered for the above purposes; the use shall 
not generate pedestrian or vehicular traffic beyond that 
normal to the district in which it is located; it shall not 
involve the use of commercial vehicles for delivery of 
materials to or from the premises; no storage of 
materials or supplies, indoor or outdoor, for purposes 
other than those permitted in the district; it shall not in- 
volve the use of signs other than those permitted in the 
district of which it is a part; not more than one room in 
the dwelling shall be employed for the home occupation; 
no garage (whether attached to the main building or not) 
and no building or space outside of the main building 
shall be used for home occupational purposes. (Or- 
dinance No. 1015, section 3,2-19-74); in no way shall the 
appearance of the structure be'so altered or the conduct

SACRAMENTO — A 
Mother Lode tour guide for 
bicyclists, which can be 
purchased at state park 
offices for $1 including tax, 
helps cyclists arrange their 
own tours, starting or 
stopping any place along the 
various routes. 

“Bicycling Through the 
Mother Lode”’ is the title of 
the 56-page book. It includes 
detailed route maps and 
indicates the relative 
difficulty of each route. The 
routes described avoid the 
most heavily traveled 
roads, wherever possible, 
from Nevada City and 
Bridgeport in the northern 
gold mining area to Sonor 
and Jamestown in the 
south. 

The bicycling guide was 
produced by the California 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation and the 
American Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission of 
California to help more 
people become aware of the 


unique history of the Gold 
Rush era. Much of this 
history is preserved in such 
state historic parks as 
Columbia, Indian Grinding 
Rock, Marshall Gold 
Discovery and Malakoff 
Diggins. 


These parks also offer 
good starting points for 
bicycle and auto 
exploration trips to many 
other gold mining areas. 
Along the routes, state 
historic landmark plaques 
commemorate many 
historic sites, and many 
others are signed as local 
points of historical interest.

Astara renovates 
old college campus 


The former Upland 
College campus has been 
renovated by Astara, a 
nonprofit religious 
organization founded 25 
years ago in Las Angeles by 
Dr. Robert and Earlyne 
Chaney 

Astara is a church and 
publishing center with a 
Christian 
orientation, according to 
Chaney who said Astara 
moved to the Upland 
College site “in order to 
expand our seminar and 
retreat activities, and to 
give us a center with 
rooming quarters for 
members throughout the 
country who wish to attend 
activities.” 


Chaney has already 
canducted several five-day 
retreats with visitors from 
half a dozen states and 
Canada.and plans a month 
of activities in October to 
begin the program at 
Astara’s new center.

Golden Rule 

Chaney cited the Golden 
Rule as an example of a 
universal truth and noted 
every great religion 
contains the Golden Rule 
“in words strikingly similar 
to those of Jesus.” 

Astara is just completing 
a “Garden of the Good 
Shepherd’’ meditation area 
with a native rock wall as a 
background for a six-foot- 
high mosaic of Jesus as the 
Good Shepherd. Chaney 
said other mediation areas 
will be added in the future. 

Astara’s offices are 
located in the former 
Upland Hospital which has 
been entirely remodeled in 
order to preserve a 
community building ‘‘which 
has a great historical 


heritage,’ he noted. 

Other buildings will be 
used for publishing center, 
additional offices, church, 
seminar and retreat 
centers, dormitories and 
eating facilities, and for a 
center for healing research 
to study the effects of 
prayer and spiritual thought 
on the physical body. 

Free study 

Chaney said Asta”a 
members do not engage in 
enforced study or activities 
and added each member 
studies printed lessons and 
books and attended 
meetings as he or she 
wishes. 

Astara does not conduct 
door-to-door solicitation of 
funds or membership.

Insect sting danger

For most peopie a sting 
by a bee, wasp, hornet or 
yellow jacket is painful and 
amnoying but not serious 
There are, however. some 
péople who are allergic to 
insect stings, and for those 
people such a sting can be 
quite serious and may even 
cause death. In fact, more 
people die from allergic 
reactions to insect stings 
than from snake bites. 

A person allergic to insect 
stings may show symptoms 
in places other than the site 


Wrinkled knees 


Exercise to tone knees

but resist for five slow 
counts. Relax and repeat 
several times. As an extra 
aid against wrinkling 
drvness rub on petroleum

For example, 
after being stung on the 
hand, the face may swell or 
hives may appear over the 
body. Allergic reactions to 
insect stings can vary from 
dizziness to headaches, 
from abdominal cramps to 
extreme nausea, from sim- 
ple itching to total collapse. 

If you know. or suspect, 
that you are allergic to in- 
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sect stings, you should con- 
sult your doctor. He or she 
can determine if you are 
allergic and can take steps 
to desensitize you, if 
necessary. Your doctor can 
also prescribe medicines to 
take in case you are stung 
and need emergency treat- 
ment. 

After being stung, it is 
important for an allergic 


person to react quicky to 
reduce the flow of venom to 
the bloodstream. 


— Remove the stinger by 
scraping gently from the 
side. Do not squeeze the 
stinger with your fingers — 
this will force more venom 
under the skin.

Smoke detectors 
save lives 


Smoke detection 
equipment is now required 
in all new housing in 
California. According to 
Cliff Buettner, president of 
Local Realty Service 
(LRS), an association of 14 
independent West End 
Realtors, California is one 
of 11 states requiring the 
smoke detectors. Similar 
requirements are pending 
in most other states 

The requirements for 
California became effective 
in April, and apply to all 
new housing. However, 
Buettner advises that all 
homeowners consider 
smoke detection 
equipment 

There are two major 
systems available. One 
system operates on a 
photoelectric sensor which 
depends upon heavy smoke 
to set off an alarm which 
sounds somewhat like a 
cars horn. An ionization 
alarm system is sensitive to 
ionized particles which 
create fire, and sounds an 
alarm before the fire has 
actually begun. Other 
devices work only when 
extreme temperatures are 
reached 

Most alarms, says 
Buettner, are activated ‘‘in 
sufficient time to allow a 
family time to leave the 
house before a fire becomes 
serious; in many cases, the 
alarm is early enough to 
prevent serious damage to 
the house.” 

Q. It seems that the price 
of housing is going up all the 
time. Is there an average 
price? 

A. According to the 
California Association of 
Realtors, the median price 


of California homes is 
$48,000, about $10,000 higher 
than the median average 
for all housing in the United 
States. The median cost in 
the 13 Western states is 
about $45,000. However, 
housing values are 
increasing by at least 10 per 
cent a year. and in some 


areas are increasing by 20
